PRESIDENT OF C_AW.M.C. 
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GILLESPIE’S HARDWARE — CENTENNIAL:

On May 6", 2006, the Gillespie family celebrated 100 years in the Hardware Business. Over 
the past 100 years, generations of customers in Orangeville, Owen Sound and Beaverton have 
called “Gillespie’s Hardware” their hardware store. The last remaining Gillespie Hardware store 
is on Simcoe Street in the Town of Beaverton. 


At the turn of the century, Joseph Gillespie bought a building on the main street in the Town 
of Orangeville, known as the Jackson Block, and opened a business. In April of 1906, his two 
sons, William and Jack, started Gillespie Brothers Hardware. Five years later, in 1911, Jack left 
for Toronto and their brother Charlie came in off the Homestead Farm in Amaranth Township, 
to become a partner in the business with his brother William. Charlie’s family (5 sons) helped 
out in the store in the summers and after school. 


In 1948, two of Charlie’s sons, Doug and Grant, started a Gillespie’s Hardware in Owen 
Sound and in the early 1950’s a third son, Bill, branched out and opened Gillespie’s Hardware 


in Beaverton. 


The youngest of the sons, twin brothers, Ralph and Walter, took over their father’s interests in 
the Orangeville store, on his death in 1949. Ralph continued in business, in Orangeville, until 
the store closure, in the summer of 1986. 


Walter joined brother Bill, in Beaverton, in 1964. Bill has since passed away and Walter’s son 
Chuck, continues to this day, with his father, in the Gillespie hardware business. 


In celebration of the Centennial, the Gillespie 
Clan congregated at the Hardware Store, in 
Beaverton, on Saturday May 6% 2006. A local 
Radio Station KICX 104 FM was hired and so 
was the local Lion’s Club, to cook hot dogs and 
hamburgers for the patrons of the store. The day 
also included many draw prizes, souvenir pens 
and a Wooden Nickel made and handed out for the occasion. The wood is shown here.

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I became interested in collecting wooden money about four 
years ago due to the fact that some of my other numismatic pur- 
suits were becoming so expensive. A lot of Canadian wood could 
be found at area coin shows or meetings at minimal cost. At 
present my collection consists of 400 different Canadian woods 
and about 200 U.S.A. issues. As well as collecting Canadian wood, 

I also collect Delaware, Michigan and certain comin club pieces. 

The most helpful book to Canadian wooden money collectors was 
recently issued by 1.0.W.M.C. member Norman E. Wells. 

There has been more wood issued in Ontario than any other province. 

I enjoy artistically designed wood much more than those with printing 
only. The Spruce dollar woods from Prince George, British Columbia 
are an example and have an interesting hostory behind each piece. 

I was born in Peterborough, Ontario, Canada on July 12, 1952. 
There I completed high school and graduated from Sir Sandford Fleming 
College with a degree in Business and Commerce. In 1973 I moved to 
Toronto for employment and am currently working for Signode Canada Inc.
